— Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946.

CANCER. 

21  Deaths,  12  maks  and  9  females,  occurred  in  the  year  1972, 
compared  with  20  Deaths,  5  males  and  15  females,  in  the  year  1971. 

Cancer  cases  are  treated  at  the  Manchester  Radium  Institute  and 
at  the  Wigan  Infirmary  Clinic,  which  works  in  close  conjunction  with 
the  Manchester  Unit. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  noitifications  were  received  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regiflations,  1930. 

The  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  and  these  services  are  fully  used  and 
appreciated.  TTe  Chest  Clinic  is  in  Millgate,  Wigan,  and  patients 
may  be  referred  there  for  examination  by  tlicir  own  doctors,  or  by 
the  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers.
